A LAME AND IMPOTENT CONCLUSION. 

New Tonk, July 7.—The Times’ London 
special says the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
made an absurd blunder in the House of Com- 
mons when he stated, in reply to a question, 
that the object in ordering the British squad- 
ron to its present station was that Besika 
Bay is convenient and central, and the 
Admiral would be enabled more readily 
to communicate from there with Layard 
at Constantinople and with the Government 
in Lon don. This was the objection to sending 
the squadron to the Suez Canal, a station which 
he said is neither convenient nor central. Some 
other explanation for sending the squadron of 
seven powerful iron-clads and one frigate to 
Besika Bay must be looked for. It is notorious 
that the telegraphic facilities represented by 
the Chancellor to be so necessary are far better 
at the station previously occupied by it.

IN BULGARIA. 
FOR THE BALKANS. 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 
Lonpon Orrice or Tux Caicaco TRisung, 


Satuspurny Sraeet, W. C., July 7.—A dis- 
patch from Bucharest says it is believed 
there that the Russians meditate a rapid 
march across the Balkans, through the 
Schipka Pass with one column, while another 
will march upon the Quadrilateral of the 
west side. The eastern side is already effec- 
tively threatened by Gen. Zimmerman’s 
corps, which is at Silistria, so that Abdul- 
Kerim could not well detach an important 
body of his troops, either from Varnia or 
Shumla, to resist the Russinn advance on 


Adrianople. 
TUE SITUATION AS SEEN BY A CORRESPOND- 
ENT. 
To the Western Associated Presa. 

Lonvpon, July 7.—The military situation now 
appears to be as follows: The Turks have changed 
front and faced to the westward since the Rus- 
sians’ entrance into Bulgaria. The Russians 
are deploying, with their left flank resting on 
the Danube, to face the Turkish line from 
Rustchuk to Shumla. When this movement is 
completed a general battle may be expected, 
unless the Turks fall back tothe Balkans, or 
the Russians mask the Whole quadrilateral and 
turn it by passing the Balkans. The Russian 
forces coming through the Dobrudscha are ap- 
proaching the rear of the Turkish Rustchuk 
and Shumla line. This column is too strong to 
be opposed by any force detached from the 
Turkish main body, while the main body itself 
capvot turn upon it without exposing its rear 
to the Russian main force. This is the situa- 
tion, as the correspondent writes. He seems 
entirely to ignore the exiétence of Silistria, Var- 
na, and Kustendji, and the latest information 
fixes garrisons at these places respectively at 
22,000, 20,000, and 10,000, which, operating on 
the flank or rear of the Russian Dobrudscha 
force, would paralyze its efforts to co-operate 
with the army in Central sulgaria. Besides the 
garrisons of these fortified places, Suleiman 
Pasha’s army, which is now stated te be em- 
barking at Autivari, could be landed at Varna, 
which would make the number of Turks on the 
Russian flank alone over 50,000. The Russian 
Dobrudscha corps is stated to number only 30,- 


000. 
BIELA CAPTURED. 

Sr. Perenssure, July 7.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Russian dragodxs occupied 
Biela on the 5th, and were joined on the 6th by 
a detachment of infantry.

GORTSCHAKOFYF. 
THE RUSSIAN PROGRAMME 

Viswna, July 7.—Prince Gortschakoff, in an 
interview With a distinguished statcsman, stated 
that only the Servian question induced bim to 
accompany the Czar to the seat of war. He had 
prevented Servian co-operation, although ur- 
gently offered, in order to avoid European com- 
Russia had acted on two principles: 
First, to avoid all interference with the internal 
affairs of Servia and Roumania, and not en- 
cohrage them to warfare against Turkey; and, 
secondly, to decline, so long as the war lasted, 
any intervention by the Powers, who, at the 
conclusion of peace, would have an opportunity 
of protecting all their interests. 

THE PROSPECTS IN BULGARIA. 

The Russians were prepared for greater re- 
sistance by Turkey thau has hitherto been ex- 
perienced. He concluded as follows: If we 
succeed in a decisive battle in Bulgaria, our 
task will be completed in a short time. If the 
Turks retire into the Balkans, and I have 
reason to believe they will, we shall have annoy- 
ing delays because of their excellent positions 
for defense. Then will commence our difii- 
culty in proyisioning the army.“

QUAINT WAR BULLETINS FOR MOHAMMEDAN 
TURKS—RUSSIA INDIFFERENT TO CHRISTIANS 
OUTSIDE THE GREEK CHURCH—TURKISH Hun- 
BBALITY EXPLAINED. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 10.—Official reports 
are interesting reading in the original. There 
is a spice intended for the Moslems alone which 
disappears in the French translations. The 
Emperor of Germany was a mark for witty 
critics in his pious war bulletins. The Turkish 
war bulletins put him to the blush entrely. 
This is from a Major-General: ‘“ The battle 
was very fierce, and lasted for three hours, and, 
glory to God, fiveof the enemy were killed.” 
An Admiral has to announce the loss of an iron- 
ad. He says: The steam-launches ap- 
proached to within a short distance, and may 
God preserve the remaining ships of our fleet. 
At this time the Imperial iron-ciad called The 
Sword of the Lord ’ received a blow from a tor- 
pedo of the fish kind, which proceeded from the 
steam lau ch, aud it exercised such an influence on 
her stern that she sank; and, thanks to the 
Most High, all the officers and crew escaped. 
This sad occurence was doubtiess a necessity to 
the Great God, and as is well known, He always 
gives victory alter such defeat.”’ 

A ficht in the Caucacus is thus reported: 
„% We had ten martyrs and twelve wounded, and 
800 of the enemy went to perdition, and as 
many more were wounded, which we cannot 
but ascribe to the Spiritual aid of the Prophet 
and to the favor shown by Almightr God 
toward our glorious Sultan, the reiuge of a Uni- 
verse. This is not exactly Tartailish. The 
common peaple, at least, really have faith that 
the God of batties is listening to their prayer 
and praise. It is only a pity that they do not 
add to their fait: some article requiring « 
mortal life in harmony with faith and prayer. 

It is very much of a wondar to fureigners why 
there should be anv hesitation among the 
Christians of Turkey as to which side they 
should sympatlize with in this fight. 
There probably is no such hesitation in 
Servia and Roumania, but they are precisely 
the two provinces which have been independent 
of all Turkish control for a score or more of 
years. The Russian mode of speaking often 
misleads foreigners into the suppositlon that 
the Christians of Turkey are concentrated in 
Servia, Roumania, and Bulgaria, or, at any rate, 
in European Turkey. This mistake very natu- 
rally arises from the fact that when the Czar or 
any Russian speaks of Christians, he means 
Christians of the Greek Church, while other Eu- 
pean peoples understand the term to apply to 
all e various Christian,sects of Turkey. 
The Czar Nichols explained this phrase at 
the time of the Crimean War. “Even 
should the Christians,” said he, not under- 
stand this (their duty to rebel) from being under 
the influence of Europe, which is given over to 
false religions, the Czar must persevere in the 
mission which Heaven has confided to him as 
Chief of the Orthodox Christians, —that is to 
say, to withdraw forever from the Ottoman sov- 
ereignty those who profess the true Christian re. 
ligion,—that ia, the religion of the Greek Church.“ 
I mention thie simply because there are already 
signs that Russia may make peace on the basis 
of territorial acquisitions and the welfare of 
the Greek Christians, without taking any steps 
for the protection of the Christians of Asia 
Minor. There is danger that Europe will again 
accept the Russian phraseology and the Russian 
view as to who the Christians of Turkey are, as 
was the case at the Conference. The attitnde of 
the Turkish Christians is like that of the woman 
who watched her husband fighting the bear, and 
didn’t care much which whipped. The Turks are 
most liberal in their application of the word 
Christian. All kinds and sorts are alike infidel. 
Yet, by a singular contradiction, the highest 
prelates of all the Christian sects are treated 
with the greatest respect, are decorated with 
orders of the first class, are allowed guards of 
honor from the army when they ride in state, 
and the soldiers present armstothem. More- 
over, all churches in Turkey, and church and 
school property have always been free f 
taxation; all priests and teachers can 
anything whatever into Turkey from abroad en- 
tirely free of duty. In fact, the certificate ofa 
Christian Bishop that a case contains goods for 
church, school, or monastery, is Sener suf-

THE WABASH FAST TRAIN.

ness in regard to the fast-train imbroglio. On 
his arrival here Tuesday some action in regard 
to this matter will undoubtedly be taken. The 
continuance of the fast train on the Wabash is 
working very disastrously far the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy and Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road, as much of the Southwestern business 
which used to go over these lines is now going 
via the Wabash.

ONE GREAT CAUSE OF HARD TIMES, 

One of the factors in any account of the 
country’s prosperity or distress, its wealth or 
its poverty, isthe great railroad interest,— 
its debts, its earnings, and its means of doing 
business. The railroads of the United States 
now measure 73,508 miles of track. In the 
three years ending with 1876, there were laid 
6,686 miles of track, despite the general 
crushing outof credit. Of these, 2,800 miles 
were constructed in 1876; the others were, 
however, not so much new roads as links 
and connections to make previously-con- 
structed systems complete and available for 
business connections. 

The immensity of this great property must 
at present be measured by the amount of the 
money invested in it, including under the 
general term debt the stocks, and bonds, and 
other liabilities, which foot up $4,468,591,- 
935. It is not easy for the ordinary mind to 
measure such a sum of money as this, We 
can only understand it by comparisons. It 
is twice the amount.of the national debt, 
including in the latter the greenbacks. It 
greatly exceeds twice the sum of the inter- 
est-bearing debt of the United States. This 
railroad debt underlies the entire business 
and domestic economy of the country 
The interest of the whole people, of all occu- 
pations and all classes, and especially of the 
wages class, is involved in this vast invest- 
ment. The fact that this aggregation of 
debt, representing an equal aggregation of 
mvested capital, is disturbed, threatened, 
and already largely annihilated, is of itself a 
literal explanation of the slowness, amount- 
ing in some cases to torpidity, which 
marks every effort to recover from the gen- 
eral prostration. 

In 1873 this $4,000,000,000 of railroad 
bonds and stocks formed the basis of a 
credit which was not confined to railroads, 
but extended to all branches of production 
and commercial activity. In the first place, 

it was the credit on which the railroads did 
business,—on which they extended their 
lines, repaired their roadways, supplied their 
stock, purchased their materials, and paid 
their vast army of laborers and mechanics. 
The gross receipts of the business done by 
the roads on the capital represented by these 
debts were $526,319,935 in the year 1873., 
These stocks and bonds were in like manner 
the basis of credit for the operations of the 
coal and iron mines, for the iron furnaces 
and rolling-mills, for the car factories, for 
the furniture and other establishments sup- 
plying the railroads. Receiving these 
bonds and stocks, they deposited them 
with banks, insurance companies, trust 
companies, and private capitalists, and 
trustees and executors of estates, and, 
obtaining money thereon, carried on their 
various manufactures and trades. The im- 
mense capital invested in all these mines and 
manufactures drew its profit, as well as the 
means by which the business was done, from 
the credit of the railroads, which was availa- 
ble as cash. In turn, the capital invested in 
banks, savings banks, trust companies, and 
fiduciary estates was made profitable by the 
active employment given to it by the de- 
mands of the manufacturers and miners. 
The owners of this capital, as well repre- 
sented by railroad stocks and bonds as by 
manufacturing stocks and bonds and by 
banking stocks, as well as those of capital ir- 
vested in other forms, received their profits 
and incomes, which in turn were invested in 
other productive pursuits, the circle of in- 
vestment and income spreading wider and 
wider at every turn. The income and earn- 

ings obtained from the production put in 
motion by the capital invested in railroad and 
all the other closely-connected industries 
furnished labor and wages and the means 
of living to the multitudes of all classes en- 
gaged in industrial occupations. The wages 
of the miners, of the iron-workers, and of 
the car-builders furnished the means of buy- 

ing shoes, clothing, and household furni- 


| tare; the demand and the money paid for 


these enabled the manufacturers of clothing 
and of leather goods, carpets, and domestic 
necessaries to employ other men and em- 
ploy other capital in the production of these. 
The large incomes and profits from all this 


Thus the $4,000,000,000 invested in railroad 
securities became duplicated and triplicated 
im the shape of credit giving employment 

and stimulating production. We repeat these 
familiar things to show how closely inter- 
woven were the railroad interests of the coun- 


try with the finances, and how intimately | 
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kinds of industry. When the wreck came, 
hen fraud, corruption, and extravagance 
had rushed this credit system to destruc- 
tion,—the collapse of the railroads involved 
the collapse of the manufacturing and min- 
ing companies, and the wreck of these car- 
ried with it the banks and trust companies, 
the insurance companies, and all gthers that 
had loaned their substance on the shadowy 
notes, bonds, and stocks that had made up 
the credit system. Each of these carried 
with it the sources of income, large and 
small, on which men and women lived and 
did business ; the collateralson which money 
had been loaned were valueless; the sav- 
ings of generations were lost; the 1 7 
carrying on business were destroyed ; 
comes and wages— he means of al 
breai—perished almost without a hope of 
recovery. It is unnecessary for the pur- 
poses of this article to trace through all the 
ramifications of investments dependent on 
the substantial character of the fourthousand 
millions of dollars invested in railroad bonds 
and stocks. It is only necessary to point 
to the million or two of men and women 
suddenly deprived of labor and of wages. 
How complete the wreck of these invest- 
ments, equaling perhaps that invested in 
railroad securities! Let us see what has be- 
come of the latter. Of the obligations of 
the railways of the present day, amounting 
to $4,468,591,000, there are in round num- 
bers $2,000,000,000 on which interest and 
dividends have defaulted, and may be deemed 
practically terminated. A large portion of 
the mifeage represented by this defaulting 
capital’ has practically reached bankruptcy ; 
the mortgages have been foreclosed, the 
property sold, the capital stock annihilated, 
and nothing left to show for the original in- 
vestment but the first batch of bonds, which 
may be said to represent the full value of the 
property. If this were the end, there might 
be congratulations that the calamity was no 
worse; but the work of winding up is 
still going on. Day after day roads 
that borrow money to pay 
dends and interest are getting deeper 
and deeper in insolvency, and for them there 
is but the one inevitable end. It is not ex- 
travagant to assume that of the 2 
railroad obligations, stocks, and bonds, and 
other forms of debt. as they stood in 1878 
and since, the total sum actually and to be 
extinguished and blotted out will not fall 
below $2,500,000,000, carrying with it prob- 
ably as much more of debs which presently 
or remotely was connected with the rail- 
roads and wrecked by the wreck of these. 
The loss of direct investment in railroads, if 
these figures be not exaggerated, will equal 
so much of the cost of the War as is repre- 
sented by the public debt as it stood in 1869. 
If to this be added the loss of investments, 
directly or indirectly due to the collapse of 
the railroad securities, we may judge approx- 
imately of the money-loss from which the 
country is struggling to recover. 

Any person who will estimate how depend- 
ent the production, industry, and business 
of the country are upon the 73,508 miles of 
railway now in operation, will understand 
how necessary it is that this great interest 
shall recover financial credit and financial 
ability before there can be a general recov- 
ery of the somewhat dependent interests. 
The railroads must get through with their 
bankruptcy; they must settle with their 
creditors, and must begin anew. This work 
has already begun, and the growing pros- 
perity of railroads generally is the most 
certain of all indications of a return of gen- 
eral permanent prosperity. The railroads 
have, as a matter of necessity, abolished the 
Ae and wasteful systems of expend- 
itures ich prevailed before the panic. 
Thus, in 1873 and 1876 the gross and net 


earnings compare as follows :

Another sign of improvement is, that des- 
pite the fact that mileage representing nearly 
one-half the railroad stocks and debts is in 
default, unable to pay interest or dividend, 
the other roads paid a dividend of $68,- 
039,668 in 1876, against a total divi- 
dend of $67,129,709 from all the 
roads in 1878. The rates of transportation 
being greatly reduced, the gross earnings of 
1876, though less than those of 1873, repre- 
sent a largely increased amount of transpor- 
tation, which is another sign that there is a 
continued improvement in the exchange of 
commodities. Now, when these defaulting 
railroads shall all have gone through the 
same process of bankruptcy, and have got 
down to a substantial basis of value, the rail- 
road revival will be complete, and in that 
revival all other of the great industries will 
share. The railroad interest with its thou- 
sands of millions of invested capital restored 
to a healthful and vigorous condition, all 
other branches of industry will resume their 
activity, aud in due time the prosperity and 
recovery will be general. Capital that es- 
caped the calamitous wreck of 1873, and has 
been jealously hoarded ever since, will again 
seek investmept, and the wheels of labor and 
industry will again be put in motion. 


OUR WOODEN PAVEMENTS. 

The streets of Chicago are in a most lam- 
entable condition. There is no doubt 
about that. -There is scarcely one of them, 
even of those most recently paved, which is 
in anything like perfect condition; and then 
they vary through all degrees of badness to 
the impassable state of an old country road. 
When streets that have been pavéd within 
two or three years already give cause for 
complaint, it is no wonder that people begin 
to lose confidence in the Nicolson pavement, 
and contemplate a return to the older styles 
of Belgian and bowlder pavements, with all 
their noiso and discomfort. One reason for 
this is, that no pavement is so exasperately 
disagreeable when in a bad condition asa 
dilapidated Nicolson pavement; and, that 
being the present condition of most of the 
Nicolson pavement in this city, it is gaining 
a reputation for perishableness which it does 
not justly merit. 

The blame for the wretched condition of 
Chicago streets rests primarily upon the city 
authorities. The Nicolzon pavement goes 
to pieces quickly, simply because, after it 
has been laid, no attention is paid to it until 
it has gone to pieces. Then it is too late to 
repair the damage, except by repaving. 
Even if the Nicolson pavements were laid 
with more care than is usually bestowed upon 
them, single blocks would always begin to 
give way almost as soon as travel commenced. 
One or two blocks sinking or getting out of 
level, from that moment there is a constant 
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the very newest Nicolson pavement, then, 


there are always spots along the street where 


divi- 


several feet in circumference, which be- 
comes jagged, and the blocks are broken and 
chipped off by the wagons and carriages 
thet thunder over them, When no effort is 
made to arrest this destruction of the pave- 
ment, it is not surprising that, even within a 
few months, there are patches of uneven and 
ragged places along the whole street. Even 
then no effort is made by the au- 
thorities to restore the pavement in 
these places; nothing is done till 
they have become great holes, when perhaps 
they may be filled up with broken brick and 
rubbish of all sorts, which generally makes 
them worse than they were before. 

Now, the remedy for all this is in a system 
of prompt and thorough repairing of the 
Nicolson pavement from the time it is first 
laid, and thenceforth all the time. By pro- 
viding a street—say Wabash avenue, West 
Washington, or North Dearborn street—with 
a squad of three men and a plant of gravel, 
tar, pick-ax, and a small supply of blocks, a 
new Nicolson pavement can be made to last 
ten years, in fair condition, which would 
otherwise go to raf@k and ruin with- 
in half of that time, and for two 
or three years before final abandonment 
would be unfit for city travel.. It should 
be the duty of each squad to go up and down 
this street constantly, and, wherever adefect 
is found, raise the blocks with the pick-ax, 
and adjust them at their proper level with 
gravel; when necessary, new blocks can be 
substituted, though, as a rule, the old blocks 
readjusted will do as well. Every other large 
city that pretends to keep its streets in a re- 
spectable condition—whether they have 
blocks, gravel, asphalt, or Belgian pavement 
—has found it necessary to do this, and Chi- 
cago cannot neglect it without suffering the 
annoyance of ragged and rough streets. 
There will be some expense attached to this 
system, but it will be trifling as compared 
with the system of neglect that now 
prevails, by which a pavement is per- 
mitted to perish within half the time it 
ought to last, and must then be renewed at 
a cost of $40,000 or $50,000 per mile. The 
Council, therefore, cannot plead the poverty 
of the city or the desire to economize as an 
excuse for not taking the precautionary 
measures we have suggested. It is not econ- 
omy, but neglect and wastefulness, to allow 
street-pavements-to be torn to pieces and 
then rot away for lack of proper care. Every 
penny used for prompt, judicious, and con- 
stant repairing will save a dollar to the tax- 
payers in the renewal of pavements. This 
is a matter to which the Council should give 
its immediate attention, doing what can be 
done for those streets already badly worn, 
and providing the new system forall the 
new pavements which the property-owners 
may lay from now on, 

THE CITY GAS CONTRACTS. 

We understand that Mr. Bruxives, the 
President of the West Side Gas Company, 
has about concluded to make terms with the 
city rather than carry on the legal war in 
which his Company was so badly worsted by 
the decision of Judge Drummonp. If this is 
true, it is a wise decision. It will be a use- 
less gratification of obstinacy, and bring Mr. 
Bruurxes’ Company no profit in the end, to 
appeal from Judge Drummoxp’s decision. 
Besides the exceptionally high standing of 
the Court, and the recognized learning, 
soundness, and accuracy of the Judge, thie 
principle of the decision commends itself to 
the common sense of justice, and is in keep- 
ing with the principles laid down by the 
United States Supreme Court recently in the 
Railroad and Warehouse cases, This princi- 
ple, simply stated, is that the public 
has rights which cannot be bartered or mort- 
gaged away indefinitely by its transient 
agents, whether as members of a Sta‘e Leg- 
islature or a Municipal Council. Applied in 
the case of gas contracts, it means in effect 
that the city cannot be lawfully bound to a 
contract for lighting streets extending be- 
yond the term for which appropriations are 
made to carry it out,—aterm which, under 
the laws of this State, is limited to one year. 
Any other constraction of the law would 
concede the right to any set of irresponsible 
or corrupt Aldermen to bind the taxpayers 
of a city to a bad contract extending far into 
future generations. The negation of such a 
doctrine is not likely to be set aside in this 
country. 

It is obvious, therefore, that it is in the 
mutual interest of the city and Mr. BUL 
to agree upon terms. The city needs gas and 
ought to be able to purchase it at better ad- 
vantage from an established company than 
by chartering a new company; Mr. BILLAxOSG 
has gas to sell, and can better ‘afford to sell 
to the city at a reasonable price than lose 
his heaviest consumer. The Gas Company 
controlling the territory in the North end 
South Divisions of the city recognized the 
force of this argument without awaiting a 
decision of the Court invalidating the old 
contract; it will be folly for the West Side 
Company to contend any longer. At the 
same time, it is proper that the City Council 
should recognize all the equities which Mr. 
Bim can fairly claim for his Company. 
Judge Drummonp, in his decision, said 
that the acquiescence of the city in 
the old contract was so long continued, 
and the equity of the Gas Company 
so strong, that he would be inclined to hold 
the city to the contract if he could do so with- 
out affecting the rights of the public. It is 
proper that the Council should take some ac- 
count of the extension of the works, mains, 
and pipes under orders of the city into dis- 
tricts where there is little or no private con- 
sumption. Mr. Bos claims that his 
Company has now forty-eight miles of pipe 
laid where there is not a single ‘private con- 
sumer, and that the waste of supplying these 
pipes solely to provide for street-lamps, 
which burn only three feet and are located 
200 or 300 feet apart, is 8p large that he is 
entitled to a price considerably in advance of 
that paid on the North and South Sides. 
This difference has always been recognized, 
and to what extent it exists may be dem- 
onstrated to the Council by Mr. Bruiimas, if 
he chooses to show his maps and books. 

A settlement of price ought to be made at 
once, and, of course, this should be the rate 
for the city to pay from the time of its noti- 
fication that it would no longer be bound by 
the terms of the old contract. So long as 
$1.50 per 1,000 feet is regarded as a fair 
and reasonable price for city gas in the 
North and South Divisions, $2 per 1,000 is 
certainly enough to pay forthe West Side 
gas. Some of the Aldermen think that 
$1.75 would be a reasonable rate, but we 
think a majority of the Council would agree 
to pay $2 per 1,000 feet. Mr. Buxiaes, 
we understand, thinks his Company should 
receive $2.25, but it will be unwise on his 
part to contend for this obstinately. We do 
not think the Council will agree to the 
payment of any such price, and certainly the 
people will not approve of it; for the pay- 
ment of $2.25 to the West Side Company 
would warrant the South Side Company in 
asking $1.75, as the difference in cost of 
manufacture and the outlay in proportion to | 
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the return has never been estimated at more 
than 50 cents per 1,000 feet. But we be- 
lieve it is generally conceded that $1.50 is a

| CHURCH DEBTS. 

We direct attention to a statement of the 
church mortgagesin Chicago which has been 
collected by the Alliance, and which we re- 
publisa this morning. It affords matter for 
the serious consideration of all who are in- 
terested in the well-being and advancement 
of religion, There is a grand total of some- 
thing less than a million and a half of dol- 
lars of church mortgages, and, if the state- 
ment is not entirely accurate, it probably 
falls short of the facts instead of exaggerat- 
ing. Of this large sum the Presbyteriaus 
owe the most ($256,898. and the Catholics 
the least ($3.000 only), though we believe 
the rule of the Catholic Church is to pay as 
it goes, and owe nothing. The Unitarians, 
Hebrews, Episcopalians, Universalists, Lu- 
therans, Baptists, Methodists, and Con- 
gregationalists owe from $66,000 to 
$214,000 respectively. This enormous 
church debt has been contracted mainly 
since the fire of 1871, and its extent is owing 
in large part to the destruction of church 
property. Yet it is well known that the 
mania for gorgeous churches had set in be- 
fore that time, and that the churches built 
since the fire are ona scale of magnificence 
surpassing even that of the business and 
public buildings that have been rebuilt, and 
that they have been erected at a cost grossly 


disproportionate to the ability to pay among 
congregations stricken first by a great fire 
and then by a terrible financial panic. 

What has been done in this way cannot be 
helped, and it only remains for the churches 
to add example to precept by honestly pay- 
ing their debts as rapidly as they can. 
But it is to be hoped that the exhibit 
of debt mow made may act as a 
deterrent in the future from continued 
extravagance and debt-contracting by re- 
ligious organizations. There is a moral con- 
sideration which alone ought to be sufficient 
to prevent church congregations from going 
into debt for structures that cost more than 
they are able or willing to pay, viz.: a 
church debt is a repellant force in religion. 
It keeps men from joining church, and 
drives out others who are already members 
of church. It needs no demonstration to 
establish the truth of this assertion. It is 
well understood among the members of those 
churches which are heavily in debt that the 
tax for pew-rents and the assessments to 
make up deficiencies in the interest-account 
are more exacting than men of ordinary in- 
come can afford. A modest pew in a fash- 
ionable church carrying a det costs 
more per annum than the rent of a 
good house for a family, and the 
choice pews as much as the rent of 
a first-class residence. This is making relig- 
ion too cdstly for popular use. It does not 
proselyte, but drives people away from 
religious observances and practices. Yet we 
know of one instance where a church is out 
of debt, and has consequently a large and 
contented congregation, but where the min- 
ister of that church is begging, badgering, 
coaxing, and threatening his congregation to 
abandon it, sell it for what they can get, and 
run in debt for a new and unnecessarily gor- 
geous temple. We presume there are other 
such cases that have not come under our 
observation, and we do not hesitate to char- 
acterize all of them as irreligious, because 
they injure the cause of religion, and as im- 
moral, us far as religion contributes to mor- 
ality. 

If the church debts in Chicago amount to 
$1,500,000, the cost of church property 
probably does not fall short of $10,000,000. 
What is not owing on the churches has been 
paid largely by men who could not afford their 
proportion, and this enormous capital is in- 
vested for use on one day of the week, when 
the half of it would have furnished more 
churches just as comfortable, and attracted 
more people to religions exercises. If the 
church property of Chicago represented a 
cost of one-half or one-third what has actu- 
ally been expended on it, the congregations 
would be larger. and more numerous, and a 
great number of people would now be 
church members and regular attendants who 
have been driven out because they could not 
afford td pay the pew-rents and assessments, 
or who retired because offended pride would 
not permit them to retain positions in church 
equally desirable with those they had formerly 
occupied. Prof. Swino’s new method is de- 
videdly best, where good seats can be ob- 
tained in the number desired, and at reason- 
able and equal cost, because the structure 
occupied earns during the week a large part 
of the interest on its cost. Prof. Swie’s 
congregation is always equal to the capacity 
of his church. 


WHAT I8 ECCENTRICITY} 

The London Saturday Review of Jane 23 
contains a “paper upon eccentricity, the 
writer of which defines as its elements, a 
stubborn will, a limited logical faculty, a 
sense of failure in life, and avery narrow 
imagination.” The eccentric man has not 
had what he thinks is his share of the re- 
spect and affection of his kind, so he arrives 
at the opinion that his fellow creatures must 
be all wrong, and of necessity must act oddly. 
The writer then goes on to trace the difficul- 
ties of eccentricity, one of whichis that, 
after years of intolerable fretfulness, he finds 
himself as much alone as a creature 80 
superior to humanity should be,” and again 
that no two common-place citizens are 80 
absolutely like each other as almost any two 
eccentric people.” The writer's dislike of 
eccentric people seems to be limited to two 
classes: on the one hand, the male recluse 
who likes dogs and the female recluse who 
likes cats, and on the other, the eccentri¢ 
person who sets fashion at defiance, upon 
which he says: 

It may be taken for certain that an established 
law makes cccentric people express their condition 
in their dress. Clothes, which, as we know, are 
the outward symbol of the inner man, have always 
been a favorite vehicle of eccentricity. The learn- 
ed Mr. Tiuns, or some other student of his calibre, 
has published a very stout volume full of anecdotes 
of odditles. Nothing can be much more mo- 
notonous than a book of this sort. Just as cer- 
tainly as the ordinary man, about whom no one 
writes, puts on the usual garb of his period, se 
surely the eccentric person departs from that fash. 
jon in accordance with fixed laws. Perhaps 
he adheres steadily to the dress which was 
the mode when he first set outon the vain and 
fruitless search after hisown way. Fashions feet 
and go by, but he is unchanged. If he does not 
adopt this plan, he hits on some violent combina- 
tion of colors, or goes about in one brilliant bac, 
like ** Peagreen Harng,”’ or shows his superiority 
to popular prejudice by mere untidiness and con- 
sistent disdain of soap and brushes. Among ec 
centric persons, Mr. Redpost“ Frxes. of 
Devonshire, really deserved some notice for his 
creditable inventiveness. Instead of dressing 
himself in a fantastic way, he painted all the gates 
on his estate with a warm vermilion, thereby 
showing u good deal of originality for an oddity. 

It is very evident that the Saturday Re.

No 
two sunrises or sunsets are alike, 
no two trees in the whole world 
of trees are alike. Her fanctions of storm 
and wind, rain, snow, and hail are always ex- 
ercised diversely. No two animals are ex- 
actly alike. Every man’s and woman's fea- 
tures differ. Diversity, therefore, being Na- 


he, the most important of Nature's products, 
differing from all other men in his 

build and features, act and dress like other 
men? Why not follow the great law of Na- 
ture, and strike out in a path for himself? 
Any one can do as others do, without 
thought, imagination, or even the exercise of 
ordinary sense. It may be claimed as absurd 
that a man should take pains to dress differ- 
ently from others; but is it any more absurd 
than that we should all dress alike? Refer- 
ring the discussion to general principles, 
why should Jonzs come out in a white neck- 
tie and swallow-tail because Brown does? 
Why should he not dress differently if 
he so pleases? And why should he 
be termed eccentric on that account? 
Seeing that in every other department of Na- 
ture diversity is the rule, is not the man who 
apes some other man the eccentric one after 
all? Is he not the one who is “a 
stubborn wili, a limited logical faculty, a 
sense of failure in life, and a very narrow 
imagination”? To blindly follow a fashion, 
to do exactly as others do, really doos not re- 
quire any exercise of will, logic, or imagina- 
tion. Certainly, if there be any symbol of 
failure in life, it is that melancholy being at 
adress party who has done exactly as cut 
and dried form prescribes. Again, the Satur- 
day Reviewer seems to have overlooked the 
element of happiness that the eccentric en- 
joys. The aged spinster, bereft by a variety 
of sufficient. causes of the love and comfort 
of man, must have an outlet for her affec- 
tion, however dried and withered it may be. 
In investing Thomas or Tabitha with the 
wealth of her love she makes the animal 
happy, and tue feline happiness in turn 
makes her happy. It is not eccentricity. It 
is comfort and happiness for the poor soul 
sitting in human solitude, notwithstanding 
the vulgar prejudice that exists against the 
object of her devotion. A man may dress 
in an emerald coat, sky-blne vest, and yellow 
breeches and not be eccentric if he is happy. 
There are various sources of happiness in 
this world. Some find happiness in old 
books, old coins, collections of bugs, bottled 
snakes and centipedes, or in going to 
the theatre to see the drama of 
the present, and yet are not eccentric. 
The King of Dahomey, when he has achieved 
a great victory or is particularly satisfied 
with himself, chops off the heads of a 
thousand of his faithful subjects and piles 
them upina ghastly pyramid, not because 
he is eccentric, but because he is happy, and 
must show it. The great aim of life is to be 
happy, but no two find their happiness in 
the same direction. One woman is happy 
in petting her husband; another in petting 
her cat. One finds it in Wacnzr’s “ Tril- 
ogy”; another in a ballad. One goes to the 
circus ; the other to church. One hunts for 
it in a balloon ; the other on terra firma 
One lies in bed until noon ; the other is up 
with the lark. One shuts herself up, re- 
ceives no letters, and never goes out; an- 
other gads all over town, and is never 
so happy as when she is in her 
neighbor's house. These people have no 
idea of being eccentric. They are only 
searching after happiness, and they usually 
succeed in finding it, notwithstanding the 
lament of Scuusrrt’s song that Happiness 
is where thou art not.” What this reviewer 
deems as eccentricity is only the effort to be 
original and happy,—the effort to enjoy one’s 
self in one’s own way. His snarl at eccen- 
tricity is only an echo of the snarl of 
„society,“ which protests in this manner at 
any one who does not sacrifice his will, 
logic, and imagination,” and move in the 
common groove of fashion andform. Even 
the anchorite who contemplates s skull year 
after year in his subterranean abode, and the 
saint who stood for years upon a pillar, did 
so because they were happy in doing so, not 
because they wished to be eccentric, and, 
from their standpoint, they probably con- 
sidered every one else eccentric. 
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Prince Gortscuaxorr has been looking 
over the situation, and from his summary 
the chief difficulty of the Czar has been to 
avoid Servia’s officious assistance, lest her in- 
terference precipitate a general misunder- 
standing and bring the other European na- 
tions down upon Russia. Such an interven- 
tion he thinks would be unfortunate at pres- 
ent, and says at the conclusion of peace the 
interests of every nation will be 
or, in other words, there will be a square di- 
vide. As to the appearance of the field, he 
entertains decisive views, and intimates that 
a fair fightin Bulgaria will complete the 
Russian task almost immediately, while if 
the Turks fall back to the Balkans, the war 
will drag slowly, owing to the excellent nat- 
ural positions the Turks will secure, and the 
trouble of feeding the Russian army. 


The peculiar phases of eccentricity, or inctpi- 
ent insanity, in patients of a recticent nature, 
afford a more puzzling study to 
observers than do the wild outbreaks of a dis- 
turbed mental organism. In Brooklyn, a 
man appears daily before the City-Hall clock at 
precisely noon, and in Baltimore, at 1 o’clock, 
Francis FartTuine takes his station at a pump, 
and counts those who drink until the number 
reaches seventeen, and then departs for his 
home.

There is but one action on the part of 
either indicative of defective reasoning faculties, 
and this so harmless that it attracts attention 
only by the pertinacity with which it is carried 
out. It would be an advance in the science of 
peculiar cerebral diseases if these men were 
examined and the nat ure 2. their ailing given 
to the world.

IMPERIAL LIFE AT PLOIESTI.

The Emperor dwells in a pretty seven-roomed

One of 
them, who was carrying his own hand-bag, was 
the Archduke Vladimir, and his imperial high- 
ness ultimately achieved a bed-room on the 
hird floor of the Hotel des Boulevards. It can- 
not, certainly be said of officers 
that they are sybarites. 


THE BULGARIAN LEGION. 

The Bulgarian Legion, which is composed of 
Christians who are bent upon avenging the out- 
rages at Batak, is encamped near Bucharest. The 
volunteers are farmers who have taken refuge in 
Servia and passed thence into Roumania. Some 
of tuem are large land-owners. They fare 
well in camp. Bread, made from wheat and 
rye, is served out each morning, and every 
volunteer is entitled to about three pounds for 
two days. Soup is served out at 8a. m. and at 
7 p. m., whi'et the dinner-hour is fred at 1 p. 
m. The soup foreach division is composed of 
five different sorts, so that the most 
fastidious or greatest epicure may have 
a choice. The ingredients are rice, 
veretables, garlic, onions, beans, oatmeal, 
and peas. Each man is entitled to half a gallon. 
How long thig thing will continue depends on 
Bulgarian funds, A now are plentiful. 
Beef, and mutton, and vegetables form the 
staple of the dinner, and the rations are large. 
Each division has its own portable bakery, and 
the ovens are merely places over the fires in the 
ground. The tue! is timber, which fatigue 
parties bring in each morning. The 
water is carried from adjacent wells. The whole 
of the commissariat is managed by the Bulgar- 
ian Committee. There is no pay, but braady is 
served out each Sunday, and cach man has 
about two ounces of tovacco allowed him for 
every five days. The dress is plain and service- 
able. Tue shoes are of untanned leather, and 
the gaiters are of the same material. The 
Zouuve loose trousers made of Moravian blue 
cloth, corded with yellow, are surmounted by a 
loose blouse of the same color, but trimmed 
with red. Each man wearsa flannel—red or 
biue—sash girdle, as a preventive of dysentery, 
which, by the way, is growing rather common 
throughout the whole army, owing to the 
chances in the weather and the consumption of 
unsound vegotables. —

eighteen months. We cannot, therefore, set 
down the number of immature men at fewer 
than 15,000. Thus only 75,000 men new serving 
in the regular army can be considered fit to take 
the field. The first~lase army reserve is esti- 
mated at 14,000 men, but it is no- 
terious that we cannot at the pres- 
ent moment reckon on more than 10,000: 
so that the number of trained fighting men 
available at a moment’s notice is onity 85,000 
men. From the militia reserve we could obtain, 
perhaps, 25,000 men, but these are only half 
drilled; they could uct, therefore, be counted 
on for the opening of a campaign. We may 
consider, however, that Engiand possesses a 
sufficient number of men to enable us to send 
to the East two d armee of 38,000 men each, 
and to leave behind a very tolerable reserve 
for in a few months the militia reserve would 
have completed their military education. 

So far, this is satisfactory; but when we come 
to consider the means which the authorities 
would be compelied to adopt to complete and 
prepare the two corps d’armee in question, our 
admiration of the military system of this coun- 
try disapoears. We have, in fact, a sufficient 
number of men for our purposes, and an ample 
supply of cadres, but the expanding of these 
cadres would cause much ditfic ulty, confusion, 
and delay. Two corps consist of forty-two 
battalions of imfantry and twelve reg. 
ments en- 
gineers, present moment 
there are 18 battalions, each 963 strong, and 21 
with a strength of 653. The war strength of a 
battalion is 1,007 of all ranks. From each set 
of figures large deductions would, as we show- 
ed above, have to be made; but even without 
these deductions it would be necessary to add 
134 officers and men to each of tne 18 strong 
battalions. We sav 21 weak battalions, 
because the Guards could 
out of their seren battalions tur- 
nish three of full strength for a campaign. 
Thus, omitti all deductions for sick, absent, 
in prison, invalids, recruits, and immature men, 
we should have to add to 39 battalions 11,736 
men, or more than the available number of tirst- 
class army reserve men. Allowing for deduc- 
tions, therefore, we be compelled, 
speaking rouguly, to araft from other regi- 
ments about 5,000 men to reise the service 
battalions to their full number of efficient 
fighting men. The coniusion of incorpo- 
rating from 200 to 300 strangers into each 
battalion may be easily imagined, and it would 
be some little time before the new comers would 
be thoroughly fused with their comrades. The 
process, too, of obtaining, distributing, and 
clothing these additional men would be a 
troublesome and lengthy one, that could not 
with the utmost exertiens be accomplisted in 
less than three weeks. The twelve cavuiry reg- 
iments and thirty batterics would have to be 
completed in a similar manner and at 
an equal cost of time. Still, in 
three weeks the task could be performed as re- 
gards the men, though the price would be the 
temporary inefficiency of all the regiments and 
corps lett at heme. As regards the horses it 
would be different. If we exvlude horses un- 
trained, sick, worn-out, wanting to comolete,“ 
and those of the Household Cavalry, we have 
only about 6,000 horses, anumber which, if every 
one were taken, would not quite suffice for 
mounting the twelve regimentg sent on field 
service. The artillery are no better off 
in that respect, but we refrain as much 
as possible from wearying our readers 
with minute calculations and details. It is 
to be borne in mind also that there are many 
other constituent parts of afield army besides 
battalions, squadrons, and batteries. There are 
the Military Police, a body which may be said 
not to exist in Engtand during peace time. 
Above all, there is the transport service. This 
branch does not possess much more than 1,000 
horses, and how we should be able, at a 
moment’s notice, satisfactorily to provide 
the 20,000 additional horses that 
would be indispensably necessary is 
not easy to discover. There are plenty 
of horses to be obtained in England, if we 
choose to pay for them; but pay as we might it 
would take many weeks before we could exam- 
ine, purchase, and collect even 10,000 horses 
suitavie tor the military train. 

It may be replied that, having the cadres o a 
transport corps, we must, as heretofore, obtain 
our — and wagons at the theatie of 
war. The difficulties, however, which we 
experienced in 1854 in collecting transport, 
the disheartening result of our exert ons,and the 
time required to piace over 23,000 men with the 
lightest equipments in a position to move, will 
not soon be forgotten by those who were in Bul- 
garia. At the present moment matters ap 
to be even worse. Ministers of State in Con- 
stantinople are compelled to give up their 
equi horses are asked for from Tunis, 
and it may be assumed that the available re- 
sources of Turkey in this respect are next to noth 
ing. Then there is the Army Hospital Corps. 
This is a force which cannot be extemporized, 
and we have provided no means for ex ing 
the small cadre which exists. As to the staff, 
it mav be pe resumed that a list of 
the general and s who would be ap- 
pointed has drawn out. If such is the 
case, the staff woffd probably be ready to em- 
bark at least as soon asthe troops. No delay 
need, therefore, be feared on that account. That 
the troops could not be ready to goon board 
in less than three weeks from the date of 
the declaration of war is tolerably certain, and 
it is equally certain that by that time a sufficient 
number of steamers could be collected. The 
voyage to Constantinople may be estimated at 
from fifteen to twenty days. In six weeks, 
therefore, from the day on which the Cabinet 
resolved to send an army to Turkey 76,000 mien 
could be placed on shore at Constantinople. 
With these data and a calculation ot the time 
which it would take a Russian force to march— 
if unopposed—from the Danube to Adriano- 
ple, we know exactly how much 6 for con- 
sideration, resolution, and execution we have.

THE TURF, 
BODINE AND LITTLE FRED 

The 2:19 race at Dexter Park last Tuesday, which 
resulted so unexpectedly in the defeat of Bodine by 
Little Fred, has caused considerable comment, 
and Tur Trreuwne has received various sugvestions 
and hints regarding it, one amiable imbecile going 
so far as to express the belief that it was thrown by 
Bodine. It is fair, however, to this individual to 
say that he did not witness the race. Nobody who 
was present and saw the desperate efforts made in 
the second and third heats by Doble, to get his 
horse on even terms with Little Fred, in all of 
which he failed, entertained the idea of 
a pull, and the subsequent severe lameness of 
the Chicago horse showed that he was 
totally out of condition. In the opinion of the 
paper, the race showed just one thing; that Mr. 
Goodrich gained nothing when he placed his horse in 
Doble’s hands. Nobody will dispute Budd's ability 
as a trainer and driver, but it was not at all sur- 
prising that he should not be as successful with the 
horse as was Peter vohnson, who developed his 
speed. When horses are subjected to radical 
changes, the results are beneficial only when the 
experiment is made before habitsaof the animal 
are fixed. Now, Bodine bas been accustomed for 
years to do his trotting in a particular manner, 
and a certain form. He then trotted heats in 2:18 
and better, and competent horsemen believe 
that he can do it again. Mr. Goodrich probably 
knows his own business best, but when be finds 
anybody that can get more speed and endurance 
out of Bodine than Peter V. Johnson, it will bea 
long time from now. P

A MOONLIGHT TRIAL. 

One of the best-known and most popular horse- 

dealers in the country is George Wolfe, of Kansas. 


In addition to being well posted in horse matters, 
Wolfe is also a keen observer of human nature, 
and peculiarly apt in some of his sayings. 
When engaged in setting forth the merits of an 
animal that is forsale, bie incomparable gift of 
language and humorous expressions will draw and 
amuse a large crowd, some member of which is 


pretty certain to purchase before leaving. A few 
weeks ago Wolfe reached Chicago with a string of 
ood ones, and made his headquarters at Dexter 
ark. After resting a few days he went on to 
Buffalo, and disposed of nearly all his stock.

CHICAGO V8. SAGINAW. 

Several months ago when the Association at Sag- 
inaw claimed for its summer meeting the days that 
for several years have been used by Dexter Park, 
viz.: July 17, 18, 18, and 20, the action of its 
members was severely commented upon by the 
— and public all over the country. There were 

veral reasons why Saginaw's action was obnoxi- 
ous, In the first place there was no earthly reason 
why it should not take its regular position in the 
Michigan cireuit, ae it had formerly done. By 
coming in directly after Detroit, whose meeting 
closes with the present week, it would have had a 
full week in which to trot its four day's 
programme, and then have left the horsemen 
another seven days, during which they could have 
shipped their stock to Chicago, the pext place in 
the line, before the opening of the Grand Central 
Circuit, which commences at Cleveland on the 
week following the Dexter Park meeting. Instead 
of acting in a rat‘opal manner, the gentiemen who 
unfortunately 4 trol the Saginaw track concluded 
that they would assume the role of Rig Injan,” 
and have succeeded 1 making themselves 
laughing-stock of entire trotting- horse 
The appalling ludicrousness of the 

Chicago be bulldozed 
Saginaw can only de fully — 
when the relative size and situation of 


the two places are considered. Saginaw may be 
found, by careful scrutiny of the country, on the 
west side of Lake Huron, somewhat more than 
half way between the Straits of Mackinaw and Port 
Hnron. Several years ago a mile track was built 
there, which proved to be a very faet one, although 
so hard that many horsemen prefer notto drive 
races over it. The ae at th have 
been very successful, from the fact that heretofore 
the managers of the track have joined with the 
Associations at Grand Haven, Muskegon, Kalama- 
zoo, Grand Rapids, Jackson, and Detroit, in form- 
ing what is known as the Michigan Circuit. But 
the success of past years is what promises to kill 
Saginaw in the future. The meetings at that 
place are all very well ia their way, but when they 
come into collisiou with that at Dexter Park, dis- 
astrous results are certain to ensue, and it is not at 
— 8 that Chicago will de materially in- 
ured. 

In order to make their scheme work, the Saginaw 
men induced the managers of the Bay City track to 
gree meeting during the second week in ving 

oping thereby to induce horsemen to remain in 
Michigan until the Saginaw meeting, 1 that 
they would geen Ay to Chicago, which is the 
most available point for all purposes. Bat all 
their plans were neatly upset by the Dexter Park 
management, which offered for its second July 
meetings as much money as Saginaw 
and Bay City combined. This was a staggerer to 
the Michigan men. Horses are troited for money. 
and, when there is as much of that useful article 
hung op at one place as at two others, owners of 
trotters are liable to give the place with the most 
money a decided preference. This fact was neatly 
exemplified among the horses that were in Michi- 

n when the Bay City and Saginaw entries closed. 

hey saw that there was more money in one 
week's trotting at Dexter Park than at the two 
above-named places combined, and stayed away 
from them with such unsnimity that, 
as before stated in this paper, both 
meetings were flat failures, but two or three 
of the purees at each place filing. The horses 
now in Michigan are nearly ali coming to Uhicago 
for next weck's meeting, and the New York party, 
headed by Adele Clark, will also be present. Joba 
Splan, with his 5 strong stable, con- 
sisting of Rarus, Planter, and Lady Hoag, will be 
here; Budd Doble, with the peeriess Goldsmith 
Maid, the Chicago favorite, Bodine, and the Call- 
fornia horse Voiney, is already here and will trot 
his stable at the meeting.

THE CHICAGO LIFE. 
APPOINTMENT OF A RECEIVER. 

The expected climax in the affairs of the 
Chicago Life-Insurance Company came yester- 
day, and a petition was filed against it by the 
Auditor of State to have itclosedup. The 
Auditor states that he has caused the Com- 
pany’s affairs to be examined, and is of the 
opinion that the corporation can not longer do 
business without hazard to the insured, and he 
has so certified to the Attorney-General. He 
therefore asks that a Receiver be appointed 
with the usual powers to close up its business, 
and for an injunction to prevent its officers from 
interfering further in its business. 

Filed with the petition is a copy of the 

REPORT OF ROBERT M. WOODS, 
the Examiner of the Iusurance Department, 
filed at Springfield Friday, which is as follows: 

“Tne Hon. T. B. Needles, Anditor—Sim: 
In persuance of your directions of the 15th ul- 
timo, I have made an examination of the condi- 
tion and affairs of tae Chicago Liie-Insurance 
Company of the city of Chicago. 

“] find that the Company has been doing a 
loosing business for several vears. Its income 
has been small, and constantly decreasing, yet 
its salarieg and oflice expenses have been large, 
and it nas made large annual dividends to its 
stockholders, which ‘were unwarranted by the 
condition of the Company. The interest on its 
securities is largely in arrears, and no interest 
ap to have been collected on the securities 
upen which the capital stock is based, thus de- 
priving the Company of its nceded revenue. 

The loans for the Company appear to have 
been made througha syndicate composed of 
Mr. Secretary Clapp, and Mr. J. K. Barry, a 
capitalist, in the following manner: These 
parties purchased securities, and from time to 
time, when the Company had money to pay for 
them, would turn them over to the Company. 
In like manner the syndicate loaned money pre- 
sumably from their own private junds, but the 
notes, trust-deeds, etc., were taken in the name 
of the Company, and, as fastas the Company 
nad money to pay, the securities were turned 
over tothe Company. 

„ This manner of doing business was pursued 
fortwo reasons: Firstly, because it enabied 
the syndicate to make a percentage on the 
securities thus bought and transferred, 
and a commission on the loans thus 
made; and, secondly, because it enabled the 
management to represent the mortgages, trust- 
deeds, and notes thus made in the name of the 
Chicago Life-Iusurance Company as the bona 
fide propeity oi the Company to any examining 
committee of the Board of Directors, or to an 
State Insurance Examiner. who might invest 
gate. The last anuual statement to your offi- 
cer contains $64,000 worth of these securities 
which did not belong to the company at the 
time, $8,000 of which have, however, been traus- 
ferred to the Company since. The Company 
also holds a mortgage which has been included 
in the annual statements since 1872 of $15,000 
from W. F. Tucker, for which no value received 
appears to have been given. 

** After my examination bad progressed a week 
or ten days. and when I had arrived at that stage 
which made it necessary to trace the assets 
through the cash, aud see if the Company held 
valid title to all the assets claimed, the Secre- 
tary, Mr. John W. Clapp, disappeared. No 
trace of him has been discovered ip to the pres- 
eat time. This rendered the work of examina- 
tion laborious and perplexing. Col. Kellogg 
and myself made as thorouch a search througn 
the books and accounts as our limited time 
would allow, and succeeded in unearthing the 
facts above-nained, and ascertaining the condi- 
tion of the Company, which is given below. 
The accounts show Mr, Clapp to be indebted to 
the Company to the amount of $5,042.87, but a 
critical examination of the account for a series 
of years might prove his indebtedness to be 
much larger. The accounts of all other offi- 
cers aud employes seem to be correct and proper.

The City Constables have of late felt greatly 
exercised over the fact that Constables elected 
in the different towns of Cook County have 
transgressed upon their rights. The suburban 
representatives give bonds in $2,000 only; the 
city men in five times that amount. Further- 
more it is alleged that when a City Constable, 
by reasan of  malversation, diversion 
of funds, embezzlement, or any minor 
eccentricity, finds his chances of re-election 
growing slim he moves into one of the outlying 
towns and buys up enough votes to return him 
a full-fledged officer of the law. 

To remedy this state of things, or at the least 
to discuss the evil and suggest a remedy, a 
mecting of Constables of the South Town was 
called for last evening. About half a dozen as- 
sembled at the club-room of the Grand Pacific, 
and Mr. I. A. Brokoski was cailed to the chair. 

Messrs. John Lyle King and Hiram Barber 
were called upon for legal opinions as to the 
right of County Constables to serve writs and 
deliver —— levy executions, and report 
no goods found,“ within the city limits. Both 
—— gave it as their mature judgment 
that no such right existed, and that the City 
Constables had a good case against their sub- 
urban confreres if anything of the kind was 
attempted. It was accordingly determined to 
get up a test case to be submitted to the courts 
at the earliest opportunity. The meeting then 
adjourned, to meet at the same place next Sat- 
— evening.

and co-operation can be o from theee large 
vessel-owners. 

Resolved, That the President and Secretary of 
this Association forward a copy of these resolu- 
tions to Mr. k. T. Evans, President of the Vessel- 
Owners’ Association at Buffalo, and to the officers 
of similar associations at other lake ports. 

The meeting adjourned after consoling itself 
that the Chicago owners had done all in their 
power, and the fault ue with the heavy owners 
mainly at Cleveland. It was incidentally re- 
marked that Mr. Bradley, one of the largest 
owners of vessels on the lakes, had informed a 
gentleman on Change yesterday that he would 
not enter the combination. e action thus 
taken will probably end all further conference 
on the subject of combinations to raise lake 
freights.

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REYNER’S MISHAPS. 
THE RESULT OF A TRIP WITH BATES. 

A young man by the name of H. J. Reyner 
writes to Taz Tano the information that he 
is one of the long list of peopie who have been 
swindled in this city, the pride of the West in 
erime, as he calls it. About a month ago his 
attention was called to an advertisement which 
stated that a young man was wanted to travel 
“with an elocutionary entertainment with “ Prof. 
R. M. Bates.“ Mr. Reyner states that he called 
upon Mr. Bates at Room 35, Barnes House, and 
asked that gentleman what he wanted; that 
he replied that he wanted a young 
man with a little money to act as treasurer of 
a traveling entertainment, and asked Reyner 
how much money he , to which the latter 
responded that he had about $45; that he was a 
little unwilling to invest this amount, as it was 
all the capital he had, but was finally persuaded 
into handing over $36, atter told that he 
would get it all back again in two . 
then the entertainment would pay him or 
$60 a week right along, above traveling ex- 
penses. It was finally agreed, the writer sa 
that the two should start out, and a cont 
was made by which Bates and Reyner should be 
equal partners in the concern known as “ Prof. 
R. M. Bates’ Elocutionary Entertainments.” 
The writer further states that he paid the 
„Professor's board-bili at the Barnes House, 
amounting to $15.41, and his printing-bill 
amounting to $4.50. They went to two places in 
Michigan, and when they arrived there the 
‘* Protessur’’ informed his partner that he could 
get no hall in which to give his show, and they 
had to start back to Chicago, in which great city 
the head of the firm “shook’’ his junior part- 
ner, and left him penniless and forlorn. The 
writer gets even with the Professor by call- 
ing him a first-class swindler. although he ad- 
mits that he knows nothing of hig antecedents, 
nor has he the honor of being uainted with 
his father before him. But he affirms that the 
same elocutionist has experimented in this line 
before, and that he once relieved a man of $100 
in the same way. He aiso alleges that Bates 
has an extensive acquaintance among the prin- 
cipal pawn-brokers of the West Division, 
that he has an extensive wardrobe scattered 
among them. 

WHAT BATES SAYS. 

A reporter called upon Prof. Bates at Room 
0S Barus House last evening, and found him 
busily eogaged in sorting out his pro- 
rum des and dodgers, preparatory, as he 
explained, to taking a tour through Mich- 

„ and thence to the different 
watering-places. He wanted a partner to act as 
treasurer, and he said it would require about 
$150 capital to furnish the outfit, which must be 
furnished entirely by the said partner. He did 
not propose to put up a cent himself, for he 
considered that if he furnished the entertain- 
ment that was enough. He said he had a young 
man with him last werk, but he did not put up 
enough stampe, and so he quietly withdrew 
without making anything. He he knew 
Reyner ; he invested a trifling amount of money, 
—exactly how much he did not remember, but 
anyway not enough to realize any dividends 
from. He said they went to Michigan “a and 
New Buffalo, but they had back luck. e ac- 
knowledged that Reyner sunk the little money 
he put into the firm, but he did not consider 
himself to biame for it. 

Bates is a fair sample of the men who seek to 
make a living by their wits, and he seeks a part- 
ner who will set him up im business. If any- 
thing is made out of the enterprise he will 
doubtless, “‘whack up” and be honorable. If 
be can find anybody who is willing to stake 
him that is his business, and if the partner is 
not sharp enough to look out for his own inter- 
ests Tue Trisuns cannot help him, unless he 
comes to the office for advice befure making his 
venture.

SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS. 
from the Alliance. 

A few weeks ago the New York Tribune pre- 
sented a list of the mortgages on the churches 
of that city, which, while evidently somewhat 
incomplete, was yet startling in the amount of 
indebtedness exhibited. The Tribune remarked 
that probably no class of property in New York 
City was so heavily incumbered as the religious; 
aud the matter has aroused so much public in- 
terest that ageneral discussion of the whole 
subject of church debt and its attendant evils 
has taken place throughout the country, with 
suggestions that a * debt-paying revival would 
be the most proper enterprise in which 
our churches generally could next engage.

Chicago is $1,411,195, against $2,367,886 in 
New York. But the Tribune table is evidently 
incomplete; for instance, no Unitarian or Uni- 
versalist church appears on its list, notwith- 
standing the fact that both these dehominations 
have large properties there, which, in the nature 
of thi are hardly expected to more for- 
— respect to debt than their neighbors. 
It is noticeable that almost all the Chicago 
church mortgages have been given since the fire. 
and were for the purpuse of rebuilding. They 
therefore represent not only indebtedness in- 
curred for a necessary and imperative purpose, 
but also new and valuable church property, 
worth in most cases many times the amount of 


the mortgage. . 

It should be borne in mind that the records 
extend back only tothe fire of 1571; and also 
that in some cases mortgages have been reduced 
by partial payments, while still appearing on 
the books for the: amount of the original in- 
debtedness: All mortgages under $5,000 are 
only included in the general footings:

THE ENGLISH CHURCH. 
ITS PROPERTIES AND REVENUES—THE SALARIES 
PAID, 

A pamphlet has recently made its appearance 
in England on the Property aud Revenues of 
the English Church Establishment.” It is con- 
sidered one of the most complete end trust- 
worthy surveys of thai vast field which ttas ever 
been made. This pamphlet shows that early in 
the present century the revenue of the Episco- 
pate was $650,000 a year gross, and about 83. 
000 net. This estimate was current tillan Ec- 


clesiastical Commission was appointed in the. 


year of the first Reform bill. That Commission 
reported that on an average of three vears end- 
ing December. 1831, the Episcopal revenues had 
been $933,155 per annum, and the net income, 
deduction being made of permanent yearly 
payments, was $301,460. This made the average 
net income of each prelate $29,680. The differ- 
ences between the Sees, as regards endow- 
ment, were, however, immense. Those 
of Canterbury and Durham had net rey- 
enues of more than $95,000 a year, 
while Rochester and St. David’s were under 
$10,000, and Llandaff less than 85,000. Of the 
twenty-seven prelates, six had incomes of more 
than $50,000, and only four more received $25.- 
000 and upward, the average of the rest being 
about $15,000.

and form part of the common fund out of which 
the dignitaries are paid ; ee pee the 68,- 
S38 acres placed to the credit of the Deans are, 
in fact, contained in the 149,882 acres in the 
hands of the Commissioners. The same ob- 
servation to a great extent applies to the acres 
held by the Bishops.“ He also states that the 
Deans’ incomes vary from 83,500 to $10,000, 
with the exception of the Dean of Durham, 
who, as Warden of the University, has $5,000 a 
year additional. Canons’ incomes, be says, vary 
from $1,750 to $5,000. 


THE RUSSIAN CHURCH. 
ESSENTIALLY A POLITICAL INSTITUTION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaao, July 5.—When Louis Kossuth, the 
great Hungarian patriot, arrived on our shores, 
twenty-five years ago, and, in the matchless 
strains of his eloquence, poured out the tale of 
woe of his native land and her defeat in the 
struggle for liberty through the dverwhelming 
force of Russian bayonets, America’s heart was 
touched, and our sympathies were fully 
aroused. Russian despotism, that had enabled 
Austria to subdue the fiery Magyar and his love 
for liberty, found no apologist among American 
freemen. 

The Northern Colossus has again drawn the 
sword, this time in the name of Christendom, 
and as alleged defender of the faith against 
Moslem persecution, intolerance, and atrocity. 
The American press and people are largely in 
sympathy with Russia, or at least favorauly in- 
clined towards her, as against Turkey. The re- 
ligion of the latter, they claim, promulgates the 
extinction of ali other creeds, and has developed 
an inferior race; while Russia, on the other 
hand, is progressive, capable, and willing to 
assimilate modern ideas of civilization, and, in 
shart, a Christian nation. Weare often apt to 
attach too much importance to the shadow at 
the expense of the substance, and accept 
names for things. An examination into 
the organization, practices, and = tenets 
of Russian Christianity reveals a good many 
things not apparent on the surface. The Greek 
Church, with its many peculiarities, is spe ial! y 
fitted to add fuel to the destructive idcas of re- 
ligious fanaticism, that have always proved fatal 
to true progress. As a State-Church, with the 
Czar as its Pope, and a subservient clergy at its 
command, the Greek Church is essential)v an 
institution serving the political interests of the 
Empire. Its organization is more or less fram- 
ed on military principles,—many of the proces- 
sions are conducted with military ostentation, 
banners, etc., being oiten borne by soldiers. 
Rites and ceremonies to impress the senses, but 
leaving the heart entirely cold, constitute a 
large part of the church service. The priests, 
so-valled popes, are as a rule ignorant, not 
much esteemed, and hardly able to create much 
sympathy, although their position under the 
Government is such that officials and the lower 
classes have to show them a great deal of out- 
ward, servile ‘respect. Government officers 
have to be especially careful of regular 
attendance at church from fear of falling 
into disfavor. Altars, with images of saints, 
can be found in nearly every office and public 
place, as well as on the public streets, and 
every true son of the Church has to cross him- 
self numberless times a day, a process which 
soon becomes mechanical and meaningless. 
‘the many saints of the Greek Church exercise a 
potent influence, and are appealed to by good 
bad. Churches, containing the relics of 
some canonized saint, are special objects of at- 
traction, and can be found in every large Rus- 
sian town, notably in Kiew, the Russian Mecca. 
Very large sums are annually spent for making 
proselytes and erecting new churches and con- 
vents, of which latter there are large numbers 
with a large army of medicant monks and nuns. 
Bigotry and fanaticism are preached and en- 
couraged at the expense of true 
culture and progressive ideas, and 
have more than once proved powerful 
weapons in Russian warfare. They will again 
be resorted to should the ordinary means prove 
inadequate. ‘For, in spite of all protestations 
and official declarations, the dominant desire of 
Russia is to have Constantinople, and to see the 
cross once more float over St. Sophia. Russia's 
plans are not the creation of the present Czar, 
nor of his Cabinet; they are sacred ideas handed 
down for over a century from Czar to Czar, be- 
queathed from one generation to another. 
Whatever may happen in the world’s history, 
this Russian idea is ever kept alive in the people 
and in the army, and its last word is Constanti- 
nople. Between Islamism and Cesaro-Papism, 
civilization and enlightenment have very little 
to hope. Modern Christian ideas, sinking out- 
ward forms, and looking only to ennobling and 
elevating mankind on a platform of common 
humanity, have as yet found no place in Russian 
Christianity.

Hence when the division was made the 
compilers very properly added the first chapter 
of Joshua to the last of Deuteronomy, because 
it related to the writer of that book, and com- 
pleted his history. The same thing occurs in one 
other instance in the Bible, and alsoin many 
books which have been written since that time. 
It is an old objection, and originated with Paine, 
When he found an account of an author’s death 
appended to his writings in any other instance, 
he never thought of arguing therefrom, that 
those:productions were not genuine. Still in 
his anxiety to ud something which might in 
some way militate against God’s Word. he pre- 
sents this with manv other objections eaually 
absurd.

The Bible Christians are a Methodist body 
found in the Dominion of Canada and Great 
Britain, "but notin the United States. The 
Canada Conference, recentlx in session, report- 
ed the following statistics: ht y- one itinerant 
ministers, 197 lay preachers, 183 churches, 43 
other preaching places, 7,793 church members, 
1.334 Sabbath-school teachers, and 9,340 schol- 
ars. Increase in church membership over last 
year’s, 850. 

Tbe colored Presbyterian Church at Macon, 
Ga., is in connection with the Northern Presby- 
terian Church, but the Southern Presbyterian 
congregation (white), of Macon, of which the 
Rev. Mr. Clisby is pastor, to showits Christian 
fellowship, gave them a lot and some of tie 
lumber for building, and the Northern Church 
gave them $1,600, and the rest of the cost of the 
edifice ($5,000) was contributed by tlie people of 
Macon, white and black, so that the church 
does not owe a dollar. 


The oldest church in the Christian world is 
said to be at Orleansville, in the diocese of Al- 
giers. The old church of Oppidum Tingittei 
was erected A. D. 323, soon after the conver- 
sion of Constantine, as has been recently ascer- 
tained trom an inscriotion on the pavement of 
that church. The Mosaie pavement, the walls 
to a height of about six feet, a part of the altar 
and the Bishop's seat, still remain. All that 
portion of the original edifice hag been covered 
over, and forms a sort of crypt, which is care- 
fully preserved. 


According to Dr. Monfort, of the Cincinnati 
TTeraid and Presbyter, who. is there and has 
counted for himself, Glasgow, Scotland, has 
more Presbyterian churches than any city in the 
worid, to wit.: 185. They are thus divided 
among the different branches of Presbyterian- 
ism: Estabiished Church of Scotland, 49; Free 
Church, 70; United Presbyteriah, 52; Covenant- 
ers, 1; United Original decoders, 3; Morrison- 
ites, 10; other Protestant denominations have 
35 churches, making 220 Protestant churches in 
the city. The Roman Catholics have 13 churches.

WAGNER AT HOOLEY’S. 

Mr. Hogley writes us as follows: 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Unico, July 5.—The following 1 copy from 
the New York Sun of June 20; ‘* A letter receiv- 
ed from Michael Bernays, of the University of 
Munich, an intimate friend of Richard Wagner, 
the eminent composer, announces that Wagner is 
making reparations to come to this 
country or a grand musical 
throughout the United States, pos- 
sibly throughont the American’ Continent, 
North and South,“ I have engaged the Wagner- 
Meyerbeer Festival Opera Company, under the 
direction of J. C. Fryer, which met with such 
signal success in New York, Brooklyn, Boston. 
and other cities in February and March last. Mr. 
Fryer has written Wagner to get him, ‘if possible, 
toconduct the operas. Mr, Charles Adams. of 
Boston, who has been principal tenor at the Grand. 
Opera House, Vienna, for the past nine years, and 
other European artists will be added to the troupe, 
making it much stronger than it was in New York. 
The troupe will comprise about eighty persons 
with an orchestra of thirty-two pieces, and grand 
chorus. They will open at Hooley’s Theatre early 
in the fall. 

In answer to the above we are in a position to 
state that the Wagner season will in allfprob- 
ability be“ Hamlet“ with Hamlet left out. 
The Wagner gossip which has been float ing 
about originated in St. Louis, and is about as 
reliable as other stories that come from that 
mendacious village. We dre enabled to state 
from “official sources that Wagner lost heavi- 
ly in his Baireuth Festival, With the hope of 
retrieving his loss he welt to England and only 
lost still more. He would like to come to 
America if he could find any one here who 


would guarantee him sufficient shekels, not only 
to make good these Anglo-German losses, but 
also sufficient compensation to pay him for 
coming over. That man has not vet been found. 
With all respect for Mr. Fryer’s managerial 
skill, and for Mr. Fryer’s pocket-book, neither 
the one northe other are elastic enough to ac- 
commodate Wagner. If he is waiting 
for Wagner to lead his orchestra, he had better 
at once secure Neuendorf or Balatka. He will 
save expense and also a very emphatic Wag- 
nerian damning of his artists. With or without 
Wagner, however, Mr. Frver and his troupe will 
be Welcome. Opera-goers will like to hear the 
Wagner works given by those who have made a 
special study of them.

FLORENCE M’CARTHY AGAIN. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 


Curcaeo, July 7.—As grave and terrible as are 


the perils to our liberty arising from our jail sys- 
tem and our jail practices, we are in still greater 
peri! from our criminal laws and the practice of 
our criminal tribunals. 

Taking these abuses in their logical order, the 
first one that snould be noticed (and I eball barely 
notice it) concerns criminal process. We need ad- 
ditional restrictions on the issue of warrants for 
arrest. The only remedy we have at present 
for false imprisonment is a civil suit. Conse- 
quently, aman who who wishes to arrest gnother 
late Saturday night and keep himin the jail over 
Sunday simply gets some vagabond to swear out 
the warrant. It is a perfectiy safe proceeding, 
and some of the best men in Chicago have been 
imprisoned in this way, from mere malice. The 
only remedy is a eivil suit anda capias, which 
hardly ever results in imprisonment, and there is 
practically no redress. 

The manner of serving criminal process in this 
State is by reading. This is a great evil. A man 
who has never had any dealings with the courts is 
simply dazed by having a warrant read to him; and 
when he has been lodged in the jail, and his attor- 
ney has arrived, he cannot for his life tell 
him whether it was a bench warrant 
or a State warrant, what Judge or Justice 
issued it, for what crime, or even for whose arrest. 
The right way would be to read it to him and then 
deliver him a copy; and our Jaws should be chang- 
ed so as to compel this to be done. But I must 
pase to a more important matter. 

Our laws provide that every person charged 
with crime, who shall state upon oath that he is 
unable to procure counseh shall have competent 
counsel assigned him by the Court, who shall con- 
duct his defense. [Rev. Stat., Chap. 38, Sec. 
422.) And the practice of our Criminal Court is to 
assign counsel to every needy person without ex- 
actingan oath, which is all proper enough. But in 
another respect the practice of the Court in assign- 
ing counsel is wrong. The counsel is not assigned 
until the prisoner has been arraigned and has 
pleaded to the indictment. But there are many 
cases in which to conduct his defense“ means to 
see to it that the prisoner shall never be arraigned 
at all, nor be required to plead at all. And in 


these cases, to assign him counsel! after he has 
pleaded, is Ike sending a man a physician after he 
is dead. This will appear more clearly farther on. 

To pass now to a graver abuse, which stands 
connected with this, our statute- book contains the 
following law: 

Every person charged with treason, murder, 
or other felonious crime, shall be furnished, pre- 


vious to his -arraignment, with a copy of 
the indictment, and a list of the 
witnesses and jurors. In all other cases 
he shall, at his request or the uest of his coun 
sel, be furnished with a copy of the indictment, 
and a list of the jurors and witnesses.” [Rev. 


Stat. Cap. 38, Sec. 421. 

Thus the Legislature, with its usual sapiency, 
has provided that a man indicted for petty larceny 
must be furnished with a copy of his indictment as 
soon as he may choose to call for it; but that a 
man who is indicted for murder cannot demand a 
copy of his indictment until the last moment be- 
fore he is arraigned to plead to it. True, the 
original indictment in both cases is open to in- 
spection in the Clerk's office, by any and every 
citizen. But what good does this doa man who is 
locked up in a cell six feet square in the 4 
True again, he ought to have a aw- 
yer. But suppose he is too poor to have 
one, and the Court will not assign 
him one until he is arraigned. Thus we see that, 
under the practice of our Criminal Court, poor 

-reons are, by the strong arm ofthe law, kept in 

gnorance of the charge against them until the very 
mowent when they are ushered into the court-room 
and required to plead to it. 

But the case is far worse than this. In our Crim- 
inal Court a prisoner is never given a copy of his 
indictment until aer he has pleaded. The Clerk 
holds an indictment up to his own eyes, and tells 
John Jones that he has been indicted for stealing a 
horse worth $100, and asks him Whether he is 
guilty or not guilty; John Jones says he is guilty, 


or not guilty, and then the Clerk foids 
the indictment up a hands it to 
John Jones. And this is done before 


John Jones has a lawyer to advise him. Thus John 
Jones is, by the dignity an authority of the Court. 
coerced into pleading to h. indictment. not only 
before he has been furnished with a copy of it, but 
before he has heard it read, or knows anything 
whatever of its validity as an indictment. 

The indictment always has written on its back 
the list of the witnesses, also, on whose testimony 
the prisoner is to be prosecuted, and a copy of 
which, likewise, he is entitled to receive before 
pleading. The list of jurors“ mentioned in the 
statute above quoted ie held to be a list of the 
names of the thirty men from whom the jury of 
twelve is to be selected, by whom the prisoner will 
be tried. This list is never furnished John Jones 
in our Criminal Court at all, and once when I de- 
manded and obtained it for a client, the Court treat- 
ed me to an annihi.ating stare. And if John Jones 
slips around to the Clerk's office the next morning 
and examinee the record of his case, he finds it in 
the following words: 

„This day come the said people by Lather Laf- 
lin Mills, State's Attorney; and the said defendant, 
as well in his own proper person as by Ais counsel, 
also comes; and he Aaving been furnished with a 
copy of the indictment in this cause, aud lists of 
the names of the witnesses and jurors, and he 
being now here duly arraigned, and forthwith de- 
manded of and concerning the crime alleged against 
him in said indictment how he will acquit himself 
thereof, for a plea in that behalf says that he is not 
guilty in manner and form as charged therein, aud 
of this he puts himself upon the country, and the 
said people do the like.” 

And although the words in this record which I 
have italicized may be, and in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred are, utterly false, the record is 
written up in every case in these words, and the 
Court has refused me, in two or three cases, to 
amend this record and make it conform to the 
facts, though I produced the requisite affidavits, 
and there was no rebutting testimony whatever. 
The Clerk said that this was a ‘* stereotyped 
form“; and the Court said, Well, I will not 
amend it. 

Now, let me show the utter folly and wickedness 
of this whole procedure. And Iwill consider, first, 
the case in which the prisoner pleads guilty. A 
few prisoners do plead guilty; and in our Criminal 
Court they plead guilty to an indictment which they 
have never seen nor heard read to them, and con- 
cerning which they have never received a word of 
professional advice. The Court will instruct a 
prisoner who offers to plead guilty what the penalty 
of the crime is, but the Court will not instract him 
who found the indictment, whether it charges a 
crime, whether it contains a wrong venue, and 
whether it has been signed by the State's Attorney. 
Yet the poor unfortunate creatute is virtually 
forced to piead to the unseen instrament, and per- 
haps to plead ilty to a crime of which 
he is entirely innocent. even if he 
be guilty of some other crime. And very 
often a prisoner is in this way misled into 

leading guilty to a crime when he is not guilty of 
hat or any other crime. man w es 
another's horse, under the impression that he has

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As some people may think my last communica- 
tion on the mismanagement of our County Jails 
little extravagant, I append to this communication 
a few affidavits from the sufferers. I will ander- 
take to get as many, more as Tus Tune will 
publish. The last Grand Jury heard 160 cases, 
sixty of which were discharged. These sixty per- 
sons, therefore, the complaint cases excepted, have 
been in the jail for weeks or months, innocent 
though they were. suffering the toftares described 
in the subjoined affidavits.

AFFIDAVIT OF JAMES u. M’CABE. 

State of Itlinotse. County of Cook, aa: James M. 
McCabe, being duly sworn, says that he lives at 
480 Hubbard street, Chicago; that he was arrested 
Dec. 30, 1876, and committed to the Cook County 
Jail Jan. 3, 1877. on a charge of setting fire to his 
own premises, of which he was honorably acquitted 
in the Criminal Court on June 15, 1877, after hav- 
ing been in jail, for want of bail, for nearly six 
months. Afflant says he was never arrested before 
in his life, but has always been an inddsxrious and 
peaceable citizen. and that he is 27 years of age. 

Affiant says that for three weeks after his com- 
mitment he was allowed to go at large in the jail 
because he used to buy five cigars a day for the 
turnkey, but that after hie money gave out and he 
was unable to furnish cigars the said turnkey made 
complaints about his being at large, and that after 
that time until his acquittal he was never allowed 
to go out of his cell except to see attorneys, and, 
on visiting days, to see friends. 

Affiant says that he was offered a bath only once, 
and that after he had been there nearly five months; 
and that he never asked for a bath, because he 
— knew of one being granted except as a great 

avor. i 

Afflant says that the language and conduct of the 
turnkeys towards him was insulting and cruel to 
tne last degree; that they were sometimes under 
the influence of liquor and armed with pistols, and 
sometimes put him in fear of his life; and that he 
has seen them put parties into the dungeon whom 
he knew. and told them at the time were innocent 
of any offense. 

Aftiant says that the pretented coffee given him 
in the jail was not coffee at all, and was disgust- 
ing; that the soup was not &t fora dog to‘eat, and 
was generally thrown into the sink as soon as re- 
ceived; that the meat was a piece about the size of 
a mans thumb dafly—was generally full of blood 
and matter, and very offensive to the smell; that 
the potatoes were boiled with the skins on and 
were 4 y rotten; and that the bread was 
generally good, but deficient in quantity, and 
sometimes very bad. 

Affiant says that the ceils were very loud@y, and 
that the walls of them were mottled with thé blood 
of the bed-buge which he killed there; that the 
sheets of his bed were not in many weeks, 
and that for weeks together he had none at all, 
nor any towels. 

Affiant says that the waterin the water-closet in 
his cell aid not run more than four hours in the 
twenty-four; that the rest of the time there was 
air connection between the sewers and his cell; 
that the stench from the sewer gas was suffocating 
and unendurable; and that affiant stuffed his bed- 
ding into the water-closet to avoid suffocation ; and 
that, notwithstanding this precaution, he took the 
lung fever and was sick with it about ten days. 

Affiant says that when he was sick with lung fever 
his wife brought food for him to the jail, and was 
refused permission to pass it in to him except on 
visiting days. 

Affiant says that he was required, while in the 
jail, to scrub bis cell, and that on refusing to do 
so he was confined ina dungeon almost air-tight, 
in which there was total darkness, no seat nor 
couch, andthe stone floorof which was covered 
with human excrement, and that he was kept there 
for twenty hours. 

Affiant says that he met Sheriff Kern at his cell- 
door frequently, and complained to him of all these 

outrages, and that he promised him relief and 
never gave it.

AFFIDAVIT OF PETER MORGAN. 

State of lilinois, County of Cook. as. peter 
Morgan, being duly sworn, says that he lives at 
154 Fulton street; that on the 15th of May last he 
was arrested on the charge of attempting to steal a 
parrot, and committed to the Cook County Jail. 
Affiant says that he is 27 years of age, ana never 
was arrested or charged with any crime before ; that 
he is ——— innocent of any offense, and has no 
fear of conviction. 

Affiant says that he has never been let out of Cell 
28 since his commitmert, except when called on 
by friends on visiting days, and by attorneys. Affi- 
ant says that the water in the water-closet in Cell 
28 does not run more than four hours out of the 
twenty-four, and at some times the stench is over- 
powering. Afflant says that he has not hada bath 
since his commitment, but that he has never asked 
for one, because he knew of so many refusals that 
he thought it useless, but affiant is suffering for 
one. Affiant says that his cell is perfectly alive 
with lice and bed-bugs. 

Affiant says that the pretended coffee given him 
is not coffee nor anything resembling coffee; that 
the soup given him ie unfit to eat, and that he has 
always thrown it into the sink; that the meat is 
stinking; that the bread is pretty good, but defi- 
cient in quantity. : 

Affiant says that about three weeks ago there 
was a disturbance in the neighborhood of his cell, 
and that the turnkey, in spite of his protestations, 
took him out of his cell and locked him in a dun- 
geon where there was no light, no bed, no chair, 
no ventilation, and kept him there for twenty-four 
hours; that at the end of that time he called for 
water to drink, that the water was given him, and 
then he was punished for calling for it by being 
handcuffed and having his hands tied up above his 
head, and being left in that positson In the said 
dungeon for twenty-four hours more. 

Affiant says that he was put into the same dun- 
geon four times more for the disorder of a prisoner 
who is confined in the same cell with him, and that 
on one occasion while in the said dungeon the wa- 
ter-closet overflowed, and he remained for two 
hours over his shoes in the filth that overflowed 
upon the stone floor from the water-closet.

Mussulmans Think It Sinful to Kill 
Animals, but Take Human 
Life Without Scruple. 


From Mr. Senior's Journal. \ 

Mr. and Mrs. Lieder, Hekekyan Bey [an 
American who hai held high positions in Egypt] 
and his wife, and Mr. Bruce drank tea with us. 
It is a remarkable indication of Oriental mor- 
als that, of our four Egyptian guests, two— 
Mrs. Lieder and Hexekyan—bvelieved themselves 
to have drunk poisoned coffee. In each case it 
was deteeted by its peculiar and extreme bitter- 
ness, and not enough was taken to do serious 
mischief. Mrs. Lieder received hers at Nazleh 
Hanem’s; Hekekyan’s was given to bim at 
Meneele Pasha’s. It was in 1840. He was at 
that time out of favor with Mehemet Ali; his 
boldness of conversation, and perhaps his bold- 


ness of character, partly natural and partly ac- 


quired in England, unfit him for Eastern courts. 
He has seldom continued long in favor or long 
in disgrace. - His talents, knowledge, and in- 
dustry force him into employment; and some 
unguarded speech or the performance of some 
duty offensive to his master, or to his Minister, 
OR TO HIS COOK, OR TO BIS BARBER, 
turns him out: when they cannot do without 
him, he is recalled. 

In 1840, he said to us, after the bombard- 
ment of Acre, some weeks passed without any 
news from Ibrahim Pasha, or from his army in 
Syria. A strong suspicion arose that he had 
made his peace with the Sultan at his father’s 
expense, and that Mehemet Ali’s reign and life 
were drawing to a close. 

‘IT was then the engineer charged with the 
defenses of the coast. We were expecting an 


attack from Sir Charles Napier, and I had been 


to Rosetta to inspect the batteries. It was one 
tempestuous night that I returned to Alexan- 
dria, and went to the palace on the shore of the 
former 3 of Pharos, to make my report to 
Mehemet 

‘The halls and passages which I used to find 
full of mamelukes and officers, strutting about 
in the fullmess of their contempt for a 
Christian, were empty; without encountering a 
single attendant I reached his room overlooking 
the sea; it was dimly lighted by a few candles 
of bad Egyptian wax with enormous untrimmed 
wicks. ere, at the end ry oe divan, I found 
him rolled up ina sort of ball, solitary, mo- 
tionless, apparently absorbed in thought. The 
waves were breaking heavily on the mole, and I 
expected every instant the casements to be 
blown in. The roar of wind and sea was almost 
awful, but he did not seem conscious of it. 

„I stood before him. silent. Suddenly he 
said, as if speaking to himeelf, ‘Il think 1 can 
trust Ibrahim.’ Again he was silent for some 
time, and then desired me to fetch Motus Bey, 
his Admiral. I found him and brought him to 
the Viceroy. Neither of them spoke, until the 
Viceroy, after looking at him steadily for some 
minutes, said to me, 

‘HE IS DRUNK ; 
take him away.’ I did so; and so ended my 
visit, without making any report.”’ 

„ Was Motus drunk?” I asked. 

“He was drunk,“ answered Hekekyan, as 
all the naval officers were; they expected to be 
sent out to fight Napier, and kept drinking to 
keep up their spirits. 

„The Viceroy,“ he added, was not pleased 
at my having witnessed his emotion or his neg- 
lected state; but what complete my disgrace 


_was my having alluded some months after to 


the events of that night. He immediately sent 
me off to Cairo, ona trifling errand about the 
fortitications of the Citadel, and kept me there 
for three months. 

„At the end of that time I received a sum- 
mons from Meneele Pasha, the man who has 
ust returned from Eupatoria, who was the Min- 

ter of War. He placed me by him on his divan 
and gave mea pipe, but said nothing. Then came 
coffee. I just sipped mine, and found it totally 
unlike anything I had ever tasted before; it was 
nauseous and intensely bitter. I gave it back 
to the servant. Meneele looked hard at me, 
but said nothing. I sat afew minutes longer, 
waiting for him to tell me why he had sent for 
me, and, hearing nothing, went away, without a 
word having passed between us. Half an hour 
after Mehemet Ali arrived from Alexandria at 
the Citadel.

agreeable, and that he had directed Meneele to 
dispose of me before his return to Cairo. It

Approach to Giurgevo is now forbidden by 
Cossack sentries, good-tempcred but inexorable, 
perfectly stupid, but firm as fate. No one is 
suffered to approach without a pass from the 
Russian authorities. Every footpath even is 
guarded, and the Commandant de Place him- 
self has taken up his quarters in the railway 
station. 

I confess that Cossacks are to me a source of 
delight everlasting. Their good-humored inso- 
lence, their self-possession, their pleasant disre- 
gard of the mere foreigner, are traits unweary- 
ing to observe. It would have been impossible 
for any human being other than a Cossack to 
smile so blandly for such a length of time as did 
one of the sentries who stopped me yesterday. A 
burly mercenary he was, with good broad face. 
burnt red, yellow hair, ana bleached mustache. 
He stopped my horses with a ponderous hand, 
came tothe carriage doorand smiled. I pro- 
duced various papers, all of which he took with 
good-humored contempt. as one takes a toy 
when a child insists. He studied them—upside 
down—with pitying affectation of interest, 
handed them back, and smiled more broadly, 
more amiably than before. : 

I thought all was right and told the driver to 
proceed. The Cossack, all his teeth on view. 
said one syllable, which meant no.“ and stood 
there, grinning in the kindest manner, but fixed 
as the god Terminus. A crowd of unfortunate 
Roumanians surged round him, each provided 
with a passin the native tongue. He honored 
these also with a passing smile sometimes, but 
his best attentions were all for me. I talked, 
argued, entreated, and reviled him, without less- 
ening for an instant that beam of complacent 
amiability.

The 
crusade of this gentle Countess against 1 — 
though it has attracted no attention in Ro 
circles here, seems to have been heard of-else- 
where, and the Empress of Russia last year 
sent the Countess a donation for her work and 
a warm letterof sympathy.

The Sultan is kindly 
disposed toward his dethroned brother, Murad, 
and would willingly give him his liberty, but he 
fears that a party might be formed to replace 
him at the head of power again. He never was 
as incapable as he was said to be. He had still 
brains enough left, and with a little repose 
could have resumed thc reins of Government. 
This was not permitted, for he saw himself sur- 
rounded by his uncle’s assassins. The spectre 
of his tragical death was ever present to his 
imagination, and he recoiled with horror from 
contact with men who might betray him as they 
had done Abdul Aziz. 

Poor Murad! He now lies. really a prisoner 
of state in the 1 Palace ot Top- Kapou, on 
the Seraglio Point, a residence haunted with 
blood and crime throughout the Byzantine and 
Ottoman annals. He lives, but he knows not 
at what moment his chamber may be entered 
and he may be strangled, or, what he would re- 
gard as equally bad, be dragged forth to be 
again A on the throne to serve the 2 
of conspirators, who, whenever it suited them, 
would turn their swords against him. His 
mother is constantly by his side. She tastes his 
food before it touches his lips, and allows no 
one to approach him until she knows the object 
of his visit.

GRANT AT GUILDHALL. 
Whitehall Review (London), June 23. 
I must tell you the true story of Gen. Grant’s 
reception at Guildhall. Everything had been 
beautifully arranged,—as we know it always is 
arranged in the city,—but the spirit of the Jet- 
tatori was in the air, and the “‘reception”’ of 
the great man was just no reception at all.

half a dozen other grave and reverend seignors. 
You will suppose that the sudden apparition of 
Gen. Ulysses, Grant, Mr. and Mrs. Sarto- 
ris, Mr. Pierrepont and Mrs. Pierrepont, with no 
Lord Mayor to welcome them, would bave had the 
effect ot flustering this little knot of Common 
Councilors. You will also imagine that wit- 
nessing the excusable and perfectly natural em- 
barrassmment of the distinguished visitors, the 
little band of officials went politely forward, 
greeted the General and his wife, the American. 
Minister and his wife, and Mr. Sartoris and his 
wife. Of course, | regret to say, they did 
nothing of the kind, but permitted the visitors 
to remain standing in the corridor for several 
minutes. The — Mr. Harker presently av- 
peared, bent, I fondly hoped, knowing his cour- 
tesy, on explaining to the General the reason 
why the Lord Mayor was not there to receive 
him. But no; either the General was too much 
for Mr. Harker, or the magnificent sash and 
glittering stars of that gentleman were too 
much for the General, for neither of these truly 
great men exchanged a word wich each other.
